Outgoing Lebanese President 
Amin Jemayel last night handed 
over power to an interim gov- 
ernment headed by army Chief 
of Staff Mikhail Aoun, a Maro- 
nite Christian.

TOKYO (AFP) -- Crown Prince 
Akihito yesterday officially assumed 
the functions of his ailing father, 
Emperor Hirohito, whose health 
was described as stable 72 hours af- 
ter a bout of severe haemorrhaging. 

Akihito, 54, who would become 
Japan's emperor within 24 hours of 
his father’s death, has assumed all 
the powers stipulated by Japan's 
Constitution. 

The duties Akihito is now invest- 
ed with include the confirmation of 

prime ministers and of Supreme 
Court chiefs, promulgating laws, 
convoking the Diet (parliament) 
and the dissolution of the House of 
Representatives, 

A palace physician said the 87- 
year-old emperor, who has been fed 
intravenously since he began vomit- 
ing blood and haemorrhaging late 
Monday, was able to suck on two 
very small ice cubes late yesterday at 
his palace residence. He was con- 
scious and had ἃ brief conversation 
with Akihito. 

The emperor, who palace doctors 
say has a pancreatic tumour causing 
internal bleeding and jaundice, has 
been receiving oxygen as his breath- 
ing rate has been slow since he was 
taken ill on Monday night. 

Thousands of people were signing 
get-well messages Υ in front 
of the Imperial Palace in the centre 


of Tokyo. The Imperial Household 
Agency opened registries in Tokyo 
and other major cities to channel the 
spontaneous reactions of sympathy 
multiplying throughout the country.

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter) ~ 
South African newspapers carried 
bamer headlines on Wednesday 
suggesting that President P.W. Bo- 
tha might take part in a summit with 
African leaders, including Zambian 
President Kenneth Kaunda. “Noth- 
ing is definite but the possibility is 
there,” the Afrikaans-language 
newspaper Beeld said, quoting a se- 
nior diplomatic source. 

In addition to Kaunda, Zaire 
President Mobutu Sese Seko is 
named as a possible participant in a 
summit. 

If such a meeting comes off it will 
discuss efforts to solve the long-run- 
ning conflict in Angola and indepen- 
dence for the South African-run ter- 
ritory of Namibia. newspapers said. 
It will also be a diplomatic triumph 
for South Africa, which is trying to 
break the isolation imposed because 
of its apartheid policies. 

Government spokesmen de- 
scribed the summit reports as specu- 
lation, but did not deny them. South 
Africa has been unusually active on 
the diplomatic front in recent 
weeks. 

Botha, this year marking a decade 
as South Africa's head of govern- 
ment, last week visited two black- 
tuled states, Mozambique and Ma- 
lawi, in a trip heralded by Pretoria 
as a breakthrough for this country’s 
relations with its neighbours. 

South Africa, Angola and Cuba 
are in the midst of U.S.-mediated 
talks aimed at solving the interrelat- 
ed Angolan and Namibian issues.

WASHINGTON (Reuter) — Nego- 
tiators for George Bush and Michael 
Dukakis have resolved a key issue in 
holding their first television presi- 
dential election debate — deciding 
what size the lectern should be. 
Aides said yesterday they would 
use two different-sized lecterns for 
the first debate on Sunday, Demo- 
crat Dukakis standing behind one 
102 cm. high and Republican Bush 
behind one 120 cm. high. 
Dukakis, who is only 1.7 metres

On the other 
hand, should Israel find it necessary

Whether satellites offer an alter- 
native to early-warning stations in 
the West Bank is not so clear as 
some suggest. A low-orbit satellite 
like Offeg-1 provides. intelligence 
coverage once every $0 minutes, is 
costly to pop into space every four 
weeks, and in case of breakdown is 
nearly impossible to repair. 
Ground-based early-warning sta- 
tions, whether annexed to Israel or 
85 pazt Of a extra-tertitozial security 
airvangement, provide information 
on a 24-hour basis, cost néxt to 
nothing once constucted, and are 
easily repaired in case of break- 
down. Notably, the U.S. did not 
abandon its ground-based early- 
warning network im rorthera Cana- 
da once it acquired a satellite recon- 
naissance capability in the 1960s. 

. Once the euphoria of the success- 
ful leuaching of an experimental Is- 
raeli satellite clears, there may be a 
tendency to ask whether such an 
expensive morale boostez was worth 
the money it cost. For a security- 
couscious naticn, with a shrinking 
defence budget, such a line of inqui- 
ry is at least initially justified. 

. But further examination of the 
potential importance of space for 
assuring victory if war should come 
and for protecting peace once it is 
obtained would indicate that the ac- 
quisition of an Isracli space-launch 
capability is probably a worthwhile 
investment.

AT 11.32 HOURS on September 
19, 1988, Israel launched its first 
satellite, Offeq 1 (Hebvew for hori- 
zon) into an elliptical, winding orbii 
around the earth. Thirty-one years 
after the first Sputnik, 19 yeazs since 
the day when Neil Armstrong first 
walked on the moon, Israel has 
joined the smal! clab of space-fazing 
nations, Paraphrasing Azmstrong, 
at this stage this is cnly ἃ smail siep 
for humanity, but it could, hopeful- 
ty, be an important one for Israel. 

Humanity has meanwhile made 

remarkable progress. The explora- 
tion of our immediate neighbour- 
hood - the Solar System — has yieid- 
ed. more data than 200 years of 
earthbound astronomy. One cannot 
“but stare in awe at the unbelievably 
beautiful scenery relayed to earth by 
the Pioneer, Voyager and other se- 
ries of unmanned exploration 
missions. . 

Personally, I am mesmerized by 
the 100 fuming volcanoes on Io, the 
innermost of Jupiter's largez moons. 
There is also a flicker of pride: in 
1974, Aharon Eviathar, Yuri 
Meckler and the late Irena Kapo 
(the last two then recently-arrived 
immigrants from the USSR). using

The ravages wrought on Jamaica 
and Mexico by “Hurricane Gilbert” 
last week would have been ἃ thou- 
sandfold larger had it ποῖ been for 
the weather satellite system. Before 
the first pictures of « hurricane were 
taken by the Tiros satellites, there 
was no idea of what a hurricane 
looked like. Now, we see them ὕες 
ing bora and can predict their 
movement. 

Thousands of lives are saved ev- 
ery year. Weather satellite pictures 
are received freely, courtesy of 
NASA, but President Reagan has 
taken the first steps to commercial- 
ize this service. Meteorologists have 
become justly addicted to these pho- 
tegraphs, and their countrics will no 
doubt pay for them. 


THE GREATEST transformation 
has occurved in the realm of commu- 
nications. Every night during the 
current fortnight, israelis will watch 
the satellite-relayed coverage of the 
Olympic Games in Seouj. Millions 
of satellite-relayed phone calls, fac- 
simile documentation and computer 
maitings reach Israel or leave it dai- 
ly, making it possible for us to live 
our hectic lives.

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The launching of Israel's space satellite had its 
beginnings in the 1950s, when the country began . 
developing its technological and indusirial 
capacity, with the limited resources remaining from 
primary demands such as immigration and 
security. A tuning point was the development of the 
Gabriel missile system. This dramatic story is 
described for the first time by Abraham Rabinovich 
in his book The Boats of Cherbourg, published 
recently by Seaver/Holt and U.S. Naval Institute 
Press. Following is the first of two extracts.

Even-Tov glanced across at the 
naval officer sharing the tent. He 
had been thinking for some time of 
the possibility of making direct con- 
tact with the navy, the service most 
likely to be interested in his idea. 
But it was not clear how, as a brand- 
new hand in an R&D organization 
top-heavy with engineering talent, 
he could gain a hearing from the 
navy command. His tent mate was 
only a lieutenant commander, but 
the navy was small and he presum- 
ably had access to the top brass. 

Even-Tov decided to launch. 

“T don’t think the Luz is ever go- 
ing to work as 8 sea-to-sea missile,” 
he said. . 

Even if there were no smoke, try- 
ing to guide a missile onto target 
from a rolling ship with binoculars 
and a joystick was fusing modern 
missile technology to a bow-and-ar- 
row guidance system. At night there 
could be no aiming at all. He had his 
own idea, said Even-Tov, for an au- 
tonomous guidance system that 
would permit the missile to seek out 
the target by itself day or night. The 
naval officer was giving him his full 
attention. 

An altimeter could keep the mis- 
sile at a fixed height above the water 
without relying on a fallible human 
controller, said Even-Tov. As for 
steering horizontally onto the tar- 
get, radar could be inserted into the 
missile as in existing ground-to-air 
missiles. By the time they emerged 
from the tent, Even-Tov was confi- 
dent that his idea would percolate 
up from the desert proving grounds 
to navy headquarters atop Mount 
Carmel. ~ 


EVEN-TOV was at his desk in the 
Rafael plant near Haifa when the 
guard at the gate telephoned to an- 
nounce a visitor. 

“This is Hyman Shamir of Israel

Aircraft Industries," said the visitor 
on the guardpost phone. “15 it possi- 
ble to meet with you?” 

“Come on in.”

Tt was drizzling when Even-Tov 
stepped outside. Shamir was waiting 
for him in the courtyard. The two 
men shook hands and sat on a bench 
despite its dampness. 

“Ἔ understand that you have some 
ideas about a new guidance system 
for the Luz,” said Shamir. “Could 
you tell me about it?” ° 

Almost two months had passed 
since the conversation in the tent. 
Its contents had not only percolated 
upwards in the navy hierarchy but 
had been passed on to the most am- 
bitious firm in the thin ranks of Is- 
raeli military industry. 

Before the approach was made to 
Even-Tov, his background had been 
checked out. Born in Jerusalem, he 
had not finished high school, being 
swept up in the armed struggle cul- 
minating in’ the War of Indepe- 
dence. He had served as a platoon 
commander in the battle for Jerusa- 
lem and stayed on in the army until 
1952, when he travelled to the U.5., 
at the age of 25, to pursue his educa- 


tion. 

At Rafael, he had the reputation 
of being brilliant but ornery, a bane 
for his superiors, who found it diffi- 
cult to confine him to any fixed 
path. He professed contempt for the 
practice of Rafael’s top scientists, 
many of whom taught at the Tech- 
nion, to publish papers on their re- 
search. R&D the world over, he 
maintained, was practised by bright 
minds who preferred complicated 
solutions to simple ones because 
there are more learned articles to be 
generated that way. 

As they sat in the Rafael court- 
yard, Even-Tov outlined his ap- 
proach for Shamir. When he was 
done, Shamir asked, “Would you be 
willing to work on this project at the 
TAI?" 


“I'd be willing to work on it in Ata 
[a clothing factory],” said Even- 
Tov. 

Even-Tov’s arrival at the IAI 
plant abutting the international air- 
port at Lod in the late autumn of 
1961 was low-key. Shamir conduct- 
ed him to a room he himself bad 
been using as an office and tumed it 
over to him.

there was a job. opening up that 
would possibly require someone 
with his background, which also in- 
cluded electrical engineering. He 
was led down the hall and shown 
into a large office, where a solitary 
figure sat behind a desk. Ori Even- 
Tov set down the textbook he had 
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been reading and chatted briefly 
with the new arrival. Even-Tov, 
who had arrived three weeks before. 
had asked for two things -- a math- 
emiatician and a set of basic Ameri- 
can textbooks on airborne radar and 
allied fields. Now he had both. 

The two men closeted themselves 
in the office for the next few weeks 
poring over the books like students 
cramming for an examination, paus- 
ing occasionally to exchange com- 
ments and make notes. Ground-to- 
ait and air-to-air missiles employing, 
radar to home on targets were oper- 
ational in the West, but Israel was 
not privy to their secrets. What was 
available was textbook theory, and 
this the two men now digested. 
When they had finished. Even-Tov 
had a clear vision of his direction. It 
was one never taken before. 

His proposal to split the guidance 
system by using both an altimeter 
and radar in order to create a sea- 
skimming missile was a major inno- 
vation in missile technology. 

He was fortunate in having in 
hand existing hardware -- the Luz — 
with sound aerodynamic features 
and a reliable warhead. The prob- 
lem was that it had not been de- 
signed as a homing missile that 
tracked a target on its own but as ar 
optically guided missile stcered by 
impulses sent from the ground to its 
tail. The cone, instead of housing a 
rotating radar antenna as in air-to- 
air missiles, was packed with 150 
kilograms of high explosives, To re- 
design the Luz in order to shift the 
warhead further back and put the 
radar in its place would have en- 
tailed ἃ budget allocation and a de- 
lay that would probably have 
doomed the project. 

Even-Tov elected to solve the 
problem cheaply with stationary an- 
tennas projecting from the missile’s 
sides. It was a solution that any ra- 
dar expert would have told him 
could not succeed for clear mathe- 
matical reasons. The textbooks he 
had read did not allude to stationary 
antennas because of their obvious 
unfeasibility. Even-Tov was not act- 
ing in defiance of these opinions but 
in ignorance of them. The calcula- 
tions he and his assistant arrived at 
had shown him that a fixed antenna 
of a missile fired in the general di- 
rection of the target would have 
enough lateral vision — about five or 
six degrees — to track a ship whose 
relatively low speed would not per- 
mit it to reach the radar’s blind zone 
before impact. 

There was no computer in Israel 
capable of checking these calcula- 
tions except for one at Rafael, which 
would never grant Even-Tov access, 
With the navy footing the bill, Even- 
Tov flew to Italy. The computer re- 
sults there confirmed that the mis- 
sile should fly with its dual control 
system and its fixed antenna if Even- 

‘ov had made his calculations cor- 
rectly and the laws of physics held. 

Even-Tov and his assistant were 
shifted from their bookish retreat to 
a large workshop and provided with 
a small staff of engineers and techni- 
cians to begin building a prototype. 
Their work had hardly begun when 
they learned that they were already 
behind. The Soviet Union had de- 
veloped its own missile boats -the 
first in the world — and had begun 
supplying them to Egypt.

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When Israel does it, it’s wrong 


AN ounce of prevention is worth more than a 
pound of cure. When it comes to military 
aggression, the only guaranteed cure today, in 
fact, lies in prevention. 

But that in turn requires prior knowledge of 
an aggressor’s designs and capabilities. It is to 
make their discovery possible that reconnais- 
sance satellites are currently being employed 
in outer space. For years now the launching of 
“spy” satellites into space has been as routine 
as that of communications satellites. Seven 
nations led by the super-powers have been 
doing so for quite a while. It is only when 
Israel has joined the space club as its eighth 
member that the launching of a satellite has 
been made out to be something not only sen- 
sational, but somehow improper. ᾿ 

Not,- certainly, by the U.S. Secretary of 
State, George Shultz, who yesterday de- 
scribed the placing of Offeq-I in orbit as a 
contribution to peace. For if peace is to have 
any chance in the area, the emplacement of, 
for example, deadly hostile missiles must not 
remain a secret to their intended victims. Tiny 
though the first experimental globe-girdling 
Israeli satellite is, it represents the of 
advanced technology that should eventually 
help this country gain due, even if only par- 
tial, intelligence of the size and quality of 
Arab arsenals. 

in the futmre, Israel need not be as depen- 
dent as it has been on the favours of friends to 
obtain, or corroborate, such vital information 
as that the Saudis have secretly installed Chi- 
nese missiles at an oasis south-west of Riyadh. 
Saudi Arabia itself confirmed last March that 
it had purchased a number of Chinese ballistic 
missiles with a 3,200 km. range, which could 
reach practically any target in the Middle 
East. But it took a team of Swedish space 
researchers to precisely locate these missiles 


by reading satellite pictures which they have, 
by coincidence, released this week. 

Thanks are due to the Swedes. But Swe- 
den’s, or even America’s, national priorities 
do not quite overlap Israels. 

For reasons that are only partly explicable, 
Israel’s political leaders and space officials 
have been heatedly denying that Offeq-I has 
anything whatsoever to do with “spying.” The 
lowly orbiting craft has been described as a 
strictly civilian satellite not meant to serve for 


* military intelligence. This is true in the limited 


sense that Offeq-1 is only a short-lived experi- 
mental satellite. But such coyness about the 
entire satellite programme is unbecoming, 
and counter-productive. 

Certainly it should be hoped that the coun- 
try’s activities in space will not be confined to 
military matters, or even to communications, 
but will embrace research as well. Yet Israel 
has no reason to apologize for trying to take 
pictures from space of Saudi-based Chinese 
ground-to-ground missiles, or Syrian-based 
Soviet naval installations, or Iraqi poison gas 
factories of European origin. And not only 
because, outer space being beyond the reach 
of national sovereigaty, such picture-taking is 
fully sanctioned by international law, and is 
already being practised by the other members 
of the club. 

Israel's posture of innocence stands no 
chance of being taken seriously, even outside 
the Arab world, where the launching of Of- 
feq-I has been denounced as Zionist “roaming 
through Arab space.” This being the typical 
Arab attitude, it is futile to protest that Israel 
did not intend to initiate a fresh escalation of 


"the regional arms race. The result will be the

Depending on the circum- 
stances, this may or may not be a 
disqualification for sensitive public 
roles.

Some months ago, the epithet 
“Drunkard!” was hurled at a senior 
government minister in the plenum 
of the Knesset. Rumours about the 
minister's drinking habits, circulat- 
ed before the incident and since, 
apparently were in the background 
of the untoward occurrence, which 


- was duly reported at the time. 


If this incident is part of a concert- 
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ed whispering campaign bythe the 
minister concemed, then the facts 
should be ascertained and the guilty 
parties suitably dealt with. On the 

other hand, if there is substance to 
the charges, which continue to circu- 
late, then the best interests of all 
concerned demand that the facts be 
known. Their evaluation is for the 
public, acting through the normal 
democratic political processes, not 
for journalists. 

Seif-censorship can, on occasion, 
be the most dangerous form of in- 
fringement of press freedom. It is 
dangerous precisely because it is not 
subject to public supervision. An 
Isracl TV reporter has had the te- 
merity — if that is the appropriate 
description — to ask Kitty Dukakis, 
Jewish wife of the Democratic can- 
didate for the American presidency, 
if she sees herself as Queen Esth- 
er.No joumalist appears to have 
confronted the senior minister with 
the rumours about his drinking hab- 
its and given him the opportunity to 
deny them. 

One of the most significant 
changes in Israel politics in recent 
years is the growing importance of 
the personal factor. Yet political 
habits, developed in the decades of 
the supremacy of the ideological, 
party-oriented style in politics, 
change only slowly. 

Knowledge about political leaders 
is still, to a large extent, 
by patterns of politics that are un- 
dergoing rapid change. Today's 
public requires a multi-dimensional 
familiarity with the men behind the 
faces that are barred from television 
during the pre-election period.

Labour can too 


LABOUR PROVED this week 
that not only the Likud can. 

Labour had leamed its lesson 
from the two previous confronta- 
tions -- Likud’s Moshe Arens versus 
Labour's Ezer Weizman in Jerusa- 
fem and Likud's Binyamin Netan- 
yahu versus Labour’s Efraim Sneh 
in Tel Aviv — at which Likud heck- 
lers kept interrupting Weizman and 
Sneh, not allowing them to finish a 
sentence. And Arens and Netan- 
yahu did not see fit to calm their 
supporters and allow the debate to 
continue civilly. Labour supporters 
kept their manners and their 
tongues. 

At this week's confrontation at 
Beit Sokolow between Labour's 
Yossi Beilin and Netanyahu -- su- 
prise! surprise! — Labour planted its 
own hecklers, who shouted and 
asked embarrassing questions. 

The discovery of the evening was 
the quiet and usually withdrawn 
Beilin, who was in top form, never 
losing his cool or sense of humour. 
Tn his element among the Universi- 
ty Graduates Forum, Beilin was 
cynical, amusing and not without 
barbs against his adversary, in his 
understated way. 

Suddenly Netanyahu’'s plati- 
tudes, which sounded so good from 
the UN podium, did not seem to 
have all the answers. Without the 
support of activists interrupting the 
adversary, he had difficulty answer- 
ing Beilin’s arguments. 

Ts Netanyahu losing his form? 
His famous always-ironed shirt was 
crumpled, his hair needed a trim. 
For once experiencing what it's like 
on the heckied side, he even lost his 
patience once or twice, revealing an 
inclination towards irritability. One 
of Likud's most popular speakers, 
Netanyahu is perhaps being driven 
too hard.

Peres under fire 


IN LABOUR, too, not all is well 
under the surface. The feeling in 
the party is that these elections are 
party chairman Shimon Peres’s last 
chance. Several ministers and 
prominent party figures are prepar- 
ing for a leadership showdown if 
Labour loses the elections. 

This group is increasingly unhap- 
py with what they call Peres’s 
“presidential system." Peres, they 
say, does not wish anyone around 
him who might outshine him and 
therefore keeps other party “stars” 
away from the limelight. 

ΤΕ Labour doesn't win the elec- 
tions, these ministers say, Peres's 
days as party leader are numbered, 
and he will be asked to vacate his 
place at the top. Among those with 
a bellyful is Minister Gad Ya'acobi, 
who considers himself a natural 
candidate for the post of finance 
minister. Despite his being head of 
Labour's economic-campaign staff, 
Ya’acobi feels he is being pushed 
aside in economic matters, Peres, 
party sources say, suddenly fancies 
himself as finance minister. 

Ministers Moshe Shahal, Morde- 
chai Gur and Shoshana Arbeli-Al- 
mosiino also feel rejected, and

THE NATIONAL Religious Party 
is not in anyone's pocket.

few were very explicit. At no point 
were we instructed to order the resi- 
dents to close their curtains or any- 
thing similar. Even if such an order 
had been given, it is doubtful that 
anyone would even have bothered 
to carry it out. 

_ “Aug 13th. One young officer 
pulled up with a ptint in his eye bring- 
ing in two nine-year-old boys 
strapped to his jeep, in the back seat 
and on the hood.” 

‘In my experience children under 
16 were generally not brought in. 
During one patrol we passed an offi- 
cer who wanted to take a young man 
‘in for questioning. When he wanted 


--to let him ride on the hood of his 


jeep we simply refused to let him do 
this. After that I never saw or heard 
of any other similar incidents. 
“Aug 17th. Today when two offi- 
cers" jeeps were punctured, the en- 
tire population of that street was 
hauled out of homes and made to 
clear the streets. Under the steely 
eye of armed soldiers. elderly wom- 
en and five-year old children clear 


rotting garbage out of the gutter.” | 


Such actions were the most dis- 
tasteful that 1 experienced and I un- 
derstand Kestenbaum's anguish. 
However he could have made sure 
that only young adults did this work 
as we did. We always excluded 
young children and old people from 
these tasks. There were no steely 
eyes. In fact the one thing that I did 
notice was how distasteful this sort 
of operation was to most soldiers 
and they made every effort to en- 
sure that it was carried out with as 
little hurt as possible. 

“Aug 18th. They tell us they have 
no food, are simply starving to death 
and had no choice. At which point 
the old woman, 90 years old, falls to 
her knees, kissed my hand and begs 
me not to send her away. “We really 
needed tomatoes,” 

During the three weeks in Kaba- 
tiya I noticed no signs of starvation. 
In the several houses that we en- 
tered, we found tremendous stock- 
piles of food. - 

“The reaction among the soldiers 
is frightening. They have almost be- 
come desensitized to the human 
misery around them, and most 
frightening 1 too have began to as-

“Aug 19. How do you embrace 
your wife after arresting a 17-year- 
old pregnant girl who was dragging 

᾿ potatoes home 20 minutes after the 
end of the curfew break.” 

‘There was a general policy not to 
arrest women. Time as in Israel. is 
very elastic. I never heard of anyone 
being arrested for breaking the cur- 
few by 20 minutes. When [ was on 
patrol we found people breaking the 
curfew by up to an hour. Apart from 
harrying them along no further ac- 
tion was taken. 

“Where is everyone? Why aren't 
they demonstrating? Where are the 
protests?” 

During one patrol! 1 saw an officer 
lose his temper and slap a youth of 
17 around the head several times. 
This was the most violent action I 
ever witnessed. Nevertheless, I 
made an official complaint to the 
base commander. In fairness, I must 
add that I never heard any reports 
that this officer ever did anything 
more violent than this. 

It is, I believe. relevant to de- 
scribe the reaction to my compiaint. 
The was immediate: Over 
the field radio the officer was men- 
tioned by name and explicitly 
warned not to use any violence. 


“Aug 26... Why are we using live 
ballets on teenagers throwing 
stones?” 


Again and again we were remind- 
ed that only under the most extreme 
and dangerous circumstances could 
we use live ammunition. One eve- 
ning we were sent Lo a local village 
at which a curfew was to be imposed 
that night. Our task was to surround 
the village and prevent anyone es- 
caping. We were to be spaced apart 
by a few dozen metres so the ques- 
tion naturally arose as to what was 
the policy regarding people we 
could not physically catch. The an- 
swer, with no conditions attached, 
was that under no circumstances 

| were live bullets to be used. It was 

possible to use rubber bullets but 
only at ranges in excess of 10 
metres.

THE CRACKLE of gunfire near 
Kalkilya’s vegetable market could 
be clearly heard last Monday in the 
town’s Kafr Saba’ refugee neigh- 
bourhood. A group of sweating sol- 
diers chased stone-throwers in the 
midday heat, taking a youth out of a 
house and driving him off in a jeep, 
blindfolded and handcuffed. 

An Arab-owned flatbed truck had 
been commandeered for the chase. 
and a group of soldiers stood on the 
civilian vehicle and cruised the 
town, in a scene reminiscent of mili- 
tia battles in other cities. 

Within an hour a curfew was im- 
posed, and jeeps moved through the 
streets, ordering the 25,000 resi- 
dents into their homes “until further 
notice.” 

Days after the IDF completed its 
massive sweep through Kalkilya — 
the largest search and arrest opera- 
tion in the West Bank during the 
uprising — the town was back to its 
old ways, as if nothing had hap- 
pened. The arrest of over 200 stone- 
throwers and protest organizers 
hardly seemed to have made a dent 
in the town’s daily routine of violent 
protests. 

The situation appeared to be a 
microcosm of the IDF's sisyphian 
battle against the inifada through- 
out the West Bank. 

For ἮΘ second time mar ed 
sweep, the army was com, to

store calm. OC Central Command 
Amram Mitzna had said during the 
sweep that “stones will fly agai in 
Lee ἥ ὶ ablic 
shouldn't get its hopes up. But it is 
doubtful that he expected such a 
rapid deterioration. 

esidents of Kafr Saba’, a tough 
neighbourhood targeted by the IDF 
during its eight-day operation, said 
that when a curfew during the sweep 
was briefly lifted to allow residents 
to stock up on food, stone-throwing 
protests promptly broke out. Na- 
tionalist slogans were daubed on 
-walls and Palestinian flags were 
raised. 

A day after the IDF ended its 
operation and lifted the curfew, pro- 
tests erupted again, residents said. 
Despite the announced arrest of 
members of “popular committees,” 
a leaflet signed by the “popular 
committees” appeared in town, con- 
demning the army's sweep, and urg- 
ing townspeople to take to the 
streets and confront the troops. 

The call was answered last Satar- 
day, when nine persons were 
wounded during violent protests 
marking the anniversary of the 1982 
massacre of Palestinians at the Sa- 
bra and Shatilia refugee camps in 
Beirut. 

Kalkilya is still under curfew after 
dark, to prevent stone-throwing at 
settlers using the vital road through 
the town which links their communi- 
ties with the coastal plain. Phone 
links cut during the IDF's operation 
are still disconnected, including the 
line to the local hospital. 

At Kufr Saba" the telephone ca- 
bles are hung heavy with debris and 
the remains of Palestinian flags. 
Knots of children loiter on the 
streets. 

In one of the homes, a group of 
men discusses the after-effects of the 
IDF crackdown. Gunfire in the 
background punctuates the conver- 
sation, and seems to bear out argu- 
ments that the IDF's operation had 
changed nothing. 

“The army operation won't affect 
anyone, and more such operations 
are likely in the future,” says a local 
journalist. “The crackdown actually 
demonstrated the army's weakness. 
Since the whole town was affected, 
everyone's feelings became stron- 
ger, and more people will be driven 
to stone-throwing.” 

A 52-vear-old man, who was held 
during the IDF sweep, dismisses the 
army's contention that it had arrest- 
ed the ringleaders of the unrest. 


“No one organizes the demonstra- . 


tions.” he says. ‘“It all starts with the 
kids who start chanting ‘Allahu Ak- 
bar.’ and others join in and follow 
them. The whole population is in- 
volved, it’s a general phenomenon. 
not the action of specific individuals. 
What's clear is that there won't be 
quiet, and the incidents will only 
increase.” 

The journalist says that the dem- 
onstrations occur simultaneously in 
several locations. “Ever since the 
settlers came through the town 
[smashing windows in retaliation for 
stone-throwing] people have be- 
come more united. The settlers have 
no choice but to pass through Kalki- 
lya, so it is understood that the cars 
being stoned belong to them. 

“Because Kalkilya is on a main 


road, the army has been especially 
tough with the town. The old con- 
nections between Israel and Kalki- 
Tya have been cat.” 

At the local hospital, a youth 
wounded in the day's clashes is hus- 
tled into a car by his friends and 
driven off before soldiers arrive to 
arrest him. Two teenagers wounded 
in previous clashes hobble out, their 
legs in casts.

picking season, villagers at Tel were 
forbidden to market their famed figs 
and yoghurt, which are the econom- 
ic mainstays of the community. De- 
fence. sources say the measure was 
taken in response to constant stone- 
throwing attacks on IDF patrols in 
the village. 
Tel bas a history of militancy. For 
some time it was a self-styled “‘liber- 
ated zone,” its buildings and walls 
covered with graffiti and Palestinian 
flags. A poster put up by activists of 
the Islamic Resistance Movement 
(Hamas) still adorns a wall. The vil- 
lage has been under curfew several 
times, groups of local youths have 
been arrested in IDF sweeps, and a 
number of residents have been 
wounded in clashes with troops. Al- 
ready in the first month of the upris- 
ing, ἃ local man considered to be a 
“collaborator” 
forced out of the village. 

A senior IDF officer said action 
against Tel was taken because the 


army could not tolerate stoning of 
its patrols every time they entered 
the village. “Sometimes we decide 
to give residents the run-around in 
order to pressure them and achieve 
a local effect and regional deter- 
tence,” the officer said. ““The IDF 
cannot leave such a place with its tail 


between its legs.”

spotted them by helicopter and 
chased them through the hills. 

“They used to chase donkeys on 
mountams and in valleys.” said the 

“When they captured 
the people, they would bring them 
to the tent at the checkpoint and 
force them to spill out the figs and 
yoghurt.

The Tora reading for this week is Ηβ' αξῖπιι 
(Deuteronomy 32:1-32:52). 


“JUST AS poetry has its laws.” said Rabbi 
Avraham Kook {the first chief rabbi of Eretz 
Israel. 1865-1935). “so do laws, as well, have 
their poetry.” We get a distorted picture of the 
laws of Tora when we fail to sense the poetry 
throbbing beneath the surface of their cut-dry 
factual prose. 

This idea. which in itself can be viewed as 
poetic expression so typical of Rabbi Kook’s 
writings. was in fact developed on a sound 
scholarly basis in an unusually insightful literary 
observation made by R. Kook’s teacher, the 
venerable head of the famous yeshiva of Voloz- 
hin, R. Naftali Zvi Yehuda Berlin (known as 
the Natziv. 1817-1893). In the introduction to 
his Tora commentary Ha'amek Davar, the Nat- 
ziv brings a short taimudic quote (TB Nedarim 
38a) stating that when Moses said to the Israel- 

ites (Deuteronomy 31:19): “Therefore write 
down this poem and teach it to the people of 
Israel,"" he was not referring. to any one particu- 
lar poem, but to the Tora in its entirety: 

From this. the Natziv concludes that the en- 
tire Tora should be considered as ἃ poetic mas- 
terpiece. It is amazing that. in defining the 
essence of poetry, the great 19th century talmu- 
dic scholar was not far from the poetics of many 
a modern literary critic. One of the distinguish- 
ing marks of poetry, he said, is that, unlike 
prose, it always possesses more than a single 
meaning. In fact, the search for the discovery of 
new meanings is endless. So is Tora. 

Moreover, a good poem represents simultan- 
ous layers of meaning, allusions, symbolism, 
linguistic associations, underground realms 
which wait to be unearthed. So also does Tora 
He who sees only the external face of Tora, has 
not seen it at all. This is established not only in 
the teachings of Jewish mysticism (comp. Zo- 
har, Numbers 154a), but on almost every page 
of talmudic and midrashic literature. 

According to this theory, the entire Tora is a 
book of poetry. At the same time, the Tora 
includes a number of great compositions which 
are more clearly definable as poetry by any 
standard of form or content. The Tora itself 
calls such a composition shira, which means 
poem, or ode; the authorship of most of them is 
attributed to none other than Moses our teacher 
himself. Such a one is the sublime shirat hayam 
(the “Song of the Sea") which Moses and the 
Israelites sang following the wondrous crossing 
of the Red Sea (Exodus 14:1) and such, too, is 
the poem known as Shirat Ho'azinu (called 80 
for its opening Hebrew word. “Listen,” which 
concludes Moses’ farewell speech to his people 
(Deuteronomy 32:1). 

Whether or not we accept the Natziv's idea in 
full or in part, it is clear that the 
concluding poem of Ha’azinu does not stand all 
by itself as a poetic composition isolated from 
the rest of Tora. In fact, it rings with endless 
associations with the rest of the Tora. It brings 
to a climax the long odyssey we have travelied 
with the “five books” of Moses from their very 
beginning, when we were introduced to the 
emergence of a cosmos out of chaos and the first 
homo sapiens, up to this point, when Israel as a 
people is ready to enter the Promised Land. 


‘WHAT IS the quintessence of Tora if not the 
gradual unfolding of a divine-human drama 
which takes us from Creation, via several fail- 
ures of humanity in achieving the ideal society, 
to the shaping of the people of Israel, first 
enduring bondage, then liberation and instruc- 
tions how to live the good life (mirzvor), going 
through the school of 40 years in the wilderness. 
before being ready, at long last, to enter the 


briefcases or weapons.

This one I found very interesting 
because of the participation of countries that 1 
thought would have been far too preoccupied 
with life-and-death problems to get together 
teams for the Olympics. Afghanistan, Lebanon. 


* Haiti, Angola, Iraq, Iran.— how on earth did 
their Olympic associations manage to get to- 


, Faise funds and select teams, without 
adding new dimensions to their internecine 
massacres? For instance, Lebarion — they have 
more warring sects than they had athletes ~ did 
each major sect get one athlete each, and the 
smaller sects none? 


- "THEN I REALIZED that more than a billion 


viewers must have been wondering exactly the 
same thing about Israel. Quite apart from such 


““trifles as the intifada interfering with our sport. 


we also have our conflicting sects — Hapoel, 


. Betar, Maccabi and Elitsur. It is ἃ miracle that 


we managed to send a team to Seoul, whatever 
the results they achieve. 

The de was also a sort of quiz on national 
flags, which I failed hopelessly. They have mul- 
tiplied like the sands on the seashore in recent 
years, with countries like Monaco having as

proud and large a banner to bear as the 
superpowers. 
Although, as 1 have written, this parade was 
not soporific, I think it would be a good idea in 
future if they made the athletes run, not walk, 
when there are so many thousands of them ~ 
after all, they are the fittest human beings on 
this planet and should be able to get round the 
stadium in a few seconds flat. Of course, this 
might that some officials couldn't partici- 
pate in the parade. We could bear this blow with 
admirable fortitude. 

Undoubtedly the most interesting device used 
in the ceremony was the rising platform that 
enabled the torch-bearers to roast some pi- 


. goons. 


Much of the ceremony, like the hoisting of 
the Olympic flag and the taking of the oaths of 
sportsmanship, was ἃ compulsory repeat of the 
Olympic rites built up by tradition, and so this 
part of the telecast was over-familiar and not at 
all moving or exciting. The exception was veter- 
an Kee-Chung Son, who was a delight as he 
pranced and gambolled along like a frolicsome 
tiger cub, or, rather, like A.A. Milne’s Tigger. 

The paratroopers were impressive but not a 
novelty. Then came the superlative climax. I 
wonder how the Spaniards will compete with 
that in Barcelona in 1992? 


THE GREAT THING about the Olympics is 
that they provide us with a very much needed 
antidote to the news of man’s inhumanity to 
man — specifically, of Jews’ inhumanity to man. 


I wish Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin would 
learn to shut his trap. Every time he says that he 
is getting the intifada under control, there is 
another outbreak or incident. followed by fero- 
cious reprisals. Ae 

On Monday night, presumably to prepare us 
for Yom Kippur, we were shown Dan Shilton’s 
profoundly moving film of the IPO's retum to 
Auschwitz, One would have expected that 2 
people which has suffered as much as the Jews 
would have been altogether incapable of raising 
a hand to oppress or ill-treat any other human 
being. 

Unfortunately, human nature doesn't work 
like that. We heard from psychologists on TV 
recently that individuals who are battered or 
subjected to unspeakable indignities as children 
by their parents often grow up to be sadists and 
delinquents. The same things seem to happen to 
nations: when they gain the power to oppress 
another nation, and when they are seized by a 
national flight from reason, they set out to show 
that they can do what was done to them . 

This point about man's inhumanity to man 
was mude most effectively in one of the most 
temarkable films ever made in Israel, which was 
also shown to us in the pre-Yom Kippur period. 
This was Solo for Tuba, ἃ 35-minute short writ- 
ten and produced by Arik Kaplun, a young 
Russian immigrant, while he was a student in 
Tel Aviv University’s film school. 

The fiim depicted a land of oppression and 
resistance. Presumably to emphasize that he 
was not dealing with a specific country or a 
Specific resistance, Kapiun invented a wonder- 
ful new language. rather like James Joyce did 
for Ulysses. Strange phrases flowed from the 
lips of both oppressors and victims, yet they 
seemed to be absolutely correct to express what 
was going on. 

The hero was a poor young tuba player in a 
cafe, trying. like most little people in such situa- 
tions, to mind his own business, keep his nose 
clean and avoid trouble. But he cannot get away 
from it -- trouble comes to him in the form of a 
large young woman with a revolver who is either 
a terrorist or a freedom fighter, depending on 
your politics. She torces him to dress her wound 
and hide her -- then, in one very erotic scene, he 
makes love to her in the shower, she standing 
there with her revolver in her hand. 

The film was made in 1986. long before the 
intifada and the reaction to it, but naturally I 
could not help thinking of thess things all the 
time I was watching. a 

It was a great film, with Yoram Levenstein 
and Nina Bitar acting their strange and difficult 
parts with restraint and consummate skill. 


THEN CAME something to cheer us up - the 
launching of the Israeli satellite. If they had 
consulted me. it would not have been scat up 
empty: I have a long list of people whom I 
think would be of more use to the nation if they 
were in outer space. No names, no pack-drill — 
but watch my eyes. 
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Lucien the remarkable 


RELUCTANT RADIO listening is 
the habit that leads one to tune in 
for no particular reason, and then to 
stay with a programme against all 
intentions, because it tums out to be 
50 good one can’t tum it off. 

This happened when I met Lucien 
Amsalem on Ways of Man before 
the programme took a short holdiay 
and moved to a new time-slot. Sat- 
urday afternoon at three cannot be a 
peak listening hour, yet we were 
told at the start that this was the 
second instalment of an interview, 
produced because of the great lis- 
tener reponse to the first instalment. 

And no wonder. Lucien, as he 
was called throughout, has three 
enormously appealing qualities. 
First, he is so happy to be in Israel — 
he came from France with his family 
eight years ago — that he marks the 
date of his altya every year, and the 
children stay home from school to 
celebrate it. Second, and certainly 
connected with the above. his per- 
sonality is so positive and friendly to 
mankind, so free of complaints, that 
he’s not the sort of fellow one runs 
into every day. 

And third, be has a remarkable 
record of helping people with back 
pains. 

Certainly A remarkable constella- 
tion of attributes. 


Interviewer Rahel Halfi. whose 
style is low-keyed yet charged with 
personal interest, makes-something 
of a speciality of presenting people 
who work in alternative medicine; in 
Lucien she has a real find. And she 
repeated her original account of 
how she first heard about him - in a 
doctor's office, where one of his pa- 
tients (is that the right word for a 
non-doctor's client?) was shouting 
his praises. 


LUCIEN, WHO served as an offi- 
cer in the French army before study- 
ing physical therapy, was born in 
Algeria and taken by his family to 
live in Morocco. He studied sero- 
nautical engineering and medicine 
before choosing physical therapy, 
and came to specialize in problems 
of the spinal column. 


These, he explained, are caused 
largely by lopsided habits of walking 
and other movements. His treat- 
ment involves “manipulation,” and 
often just one session is enough. 
Backaches may also be caused by 
mental tension. He always tries to 


understand the person he is dealing 
with, for while there are mechanical 
reasons for the trouble, “we are 
both body and spirit.” 


Not surprisingly, he had a boom- 
ing practice in Paris, but happily 
gave it up to move here without 
knowing the language. Now he’s da- 
ing well, working from seven in the 
morning till perhaps eight at night. 
and apparently without feeling 
tired, “because I love my profes- 
sion, and it’s so intersting to meet 
such ἃ huge variety of people.” 


YES. ISRAELIS do have more seri- 
ous back problems than other peo- 
ple. Part of the reason, he believes, 
is the great decline in physical fit- 
ness that sets in after the army. 


“People eat too much, sit too 
much. They'll drive their car to go 
200 metres.” He’s a great believer in 
sport, “but as something to enjoy. 
not as an arena of competitive 
tension.”

His wife was a champion runner 
in France; his daughter is a serious 
dancer, his son plays tennis at least 
three hours a day, “because he en- 
joys it."* To stay in shape after treat- 
ment, or to avoid trouble, he recom- 
mends “a walk on the beach -- and 
enjoy it.” 

Pressed to describe one of his 
more interesting cases, Lucien told 
of a man who appeared in his clinic 
“in his pyjamas. and in his cast." He 
had run away from the hospital and 
from an impending operation, and 
prevailed on Lucien to try some- 
thing he had never tried before - 
manipulation of someone in a cast. 
After a few minutes, it worked. 


“The man started singing and 
dancing for joy: his pains were 
gone.” No, he certainly doesn’t 
hagve “magic fingers,” as some of 
his patients claim: it’s all very natu- 
ral, a matter of studying X-rays 
when they're available and “feel- 
ing” the trouble. 


HALFI ASKED the inevitable 
question: has he tried to interest

proach? Oh, he said modestly. he is

ALSO IN THE reluctant listening 
department wus a recent interview 
with the writer Pinhas Sadeh in the 
series Son of the Land (Channel 2, 
Friday evenings). Here the person- 
ality is hardly sweetness and light: 
but his Hebrew is a pleasure to hear, 
and so is his even-handed criticism 
of “foolishness.” both at the kibbutz 
and at North Tel Aviv parties. 


Sadeh has appeared on the radio 
before, notably in connection with 
his recent books on Hassidic person- 
aliteis - the Baal Shem Tov and 
Rabbi Nahman of Bratslav. People 
wonder what has happened to him - 
is he giving up his naughty secular 
outlook. his interest in the New Tes- 
tament? Not at all. The Hassidic 
Stories are for him just that -- won- 
derful stories about wonderful char- 
acters. He takes a dim view of Mar- 
tin Buber’s treatment of Rabbi 
Nahman: “much too sanitized.” 


The story of how Sadeh first en- 
countered the New Testament 
struck me as a bit too good to be 
true. Here he was, a teenage shep- 
herd tending the flock at a Ha- 
shomer Hutza‘ir kibbutz, when sud- 
denly these tuttered pages caught his 
eye. But what does it matter? A 
good story is a good story. 


Sadeh refused to be put into any 
political category. But “we must be 
strong — strong, yet moral — to pre- 
vent a second Auschwitz,” where he 
lost his entire family. He loves 
Brahms. und believes that every- 
thing is connected 10 everything 
else. The role of the artist is to try to 
trace these connections.

midst of a comprehensive recovery 
programme which, Clal officials are 
optimistic, will bear fruit for the 
company shortly. But if there were a 
buyer for the company, they remark 
somewhat: jokingly, they would 
gladly sell. 


THE LOSSES incurred by these 
companies, however, do not really 
explain the tum for the worse at 
Clal; after all, there have always 
been troublespots at plant level. For 
instance, Clal’s electronics subsid- 
laries, Scitex and ECI Telecom, had 
been losing large sums of money in 
recent vears. This year, they are 
both tuming in healthy profits. 

At Clal. one of the golden rules 
has always been liquidity above all 
else -- even at the expense of profit- 
ability. The company's liquid assets 
at the end of June came to a grand 
sum of NIS 519m., out of which NIS 
200m. was short-term. Some mem- 
bers of the company’s board of di- 
rectors have reportedly questioned 
the soundness of this policy, which 
has been religiously adhered to by 
Dovrat. But they don’t have to took 
too far to find Koor, the country's 
other giant holding company, whose 
future currently hinges on its cash- 
flow. 

Diversification is another hail- 
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Clal— heading for the bunkers - 


mark of the Clai business philoso- 
phy. Unlike Koor, Clal has never 
put all. or most, of its eggs into the 
industrial basket. One business that 
has been particularly lucrative for 
the company this year, for example. 
has been insurance. 

its real estate holding, Azonm In- 
vestments, however, hasn't done as 
well, losing NIS 3.5m. in the first 
half of the year.

gloom at Leumi

Despondency and gloom were the 
most common reactions among 
Bank Leumi's management and 
staff in wake of the news tha. Zadik 
Bino, the bank's CEO since Febru- 
ary 1987, intends to quit early next 
year. 

_ Bino apparently informed some 
time ago Bank of Israel Governor 
Michael Bruno and other top gov- 
ernment officials, as well as the 
heads of Otsar Hityashvut Hayehu- 
dim, Leumi's owner, as to his inten- 
tions, but the news only emerged 
yesterday. 

_ The early announcement of his 
intention to leave is being interpret- 
ed as a warning to the financial and 
political establishment to avoid the 
politicization of the bank which, in 
the opinion of Bino and others, is 
the root cause of the current board 
debacle. " 

Speculation as to who will take 
over from Bino is already turning to 
Clal Israel's managing-director. 
Aharon Dovrat, who was reportedly 
offered the chairmanship of Leumi 
in 1987 but refused the post. With 
both the chairman's and CEO's jobs 
up for grabs at Leumi now, Dovrat 
could take his pick, this theory 


suggests. 

Another suggested candidate for 
CEO is Yedidiah Greenberg, a for- 
mer senior Leumi executive who left 
shortly after Bino arrived, apparent- 
ly in disappointment at being passed 
aver. Greenberg has been managing 
director of Clal Insurance Holdings 
Company for the last year. 

Meanwhile, however, Leumi's 
current board have yet to resign. 
although OHH's council ordered 
them to do so on Monday. OHH 
Council president Akiva Lewinsky 
intervened again in Leumi's affairs 
on Tuesday by cancelling the Leumi 
board meeting scheduled for yester- 
day. It is now due to take place on 
September 27, while the next Coun- 
cil meeting, at which the Council has 
threatened to dismiss any board 
member who has not yet resigned. is 
scheduled for October 5. 

Amid the welter of problems fac- 
ing the bank, Leumi management 
sources indicated there could be 
some good news soon on the trou- 
bled wage front. But works commit- 
tee officials disputed this, and an- 
nounced that they would step up 
sanctions in the coming days, and 
may even resume sporadic strikes to 
back up their wage claims. 


Gold still fallen from grace 


LONDON (Reuter) - The price of 
gold, which has tumbled by about 
$30 an ounce in the past two weeks, 
was fixed here yesterday morning 
below $400 for the first time since 
February 24, 1987. 

The metal, a traditional specula- 
tive hedge against rising prices, has 
been hit recently by the view on 
financial markets that falling oil val- 
ues will cut inflationary pressures in 
major economies. 

Crude oil spot market prices re- 
mained weak yesterday and share 
values on most major European 


bourses eased after falls in Tokyo 

Wednesday's U.S. Consumer 
Price Index for August gave further 
evidence of the receding threat of 
inflation, some dealers said. The 
0.4% monthly rise was at the low 
end of market expectations and un- 
changed from the previous month. 

On the gold market, there was a 
wave of fairly heavy selling from 
London dealers during the morning 
fixing, which acts as a benchmark 
for world prices. Bullion was set at 
$399.60 an ounce, down from a pre- 
vious close of $402.
